Charlevoix County's ¢ s dairy cow popu- 
lation is increasing according to nearest 
announced by the Blue_Valley—Cream 
ery Institute. The statement covers 
an area embracing approximately one- 
eighth of the state in this section, and 
is-believed to hold true for the county 
proper. 

A 9.2 per dent gain in the number of 


._dairy_cows.two years old and over_is 
noted for the district oyer the preced-|' 
" ing year, while the increase for the 


state as a. whole was 5.5 per cent as 
compared with 1923. The entire United 
States shows an increase amounting: to 
6 per cent, government figures show. 

The number of heifers 1 to 2 years 
old as compared to the total number of 
cows in this district seem to be above 
‘the average, indicating the intention to 


bring more young stock into milk in 
the near future. 


In citing these figures the Institute 
calls attention to. the fact that tne 
United States needs 320,000 more cows 


every year if production. ia to keep 


‘ step with the normal growth of demand 

for dairy products. There are 1,412,000 
‘more mouths to be fed inthe United |- 
States. with every passing year and 
with. the, _dincreased... -consumption_of 
dairy. products per capita, this- added
